In which he tells of his Tri*p to the 
Wtst and some of the 
Things 
he Saw. 


LIVINGSTON, Montana, 
A.pril 
1 2 . — 
As we are now on the Rocky Moun- 
lains, I will try and give you an idea 
of how aud when we got^here. 


After shakir^g handsMvjdi -relatives 
and friends and giving iHem good' bye, 
which is natural for any person to do 
when going on a journey, we 
leave 
your beautiM little town at 9:40 a. m., 
cn Tuc<;day, April 5lh, and roll on to 
a little German settlenienHo the South 
called Hanover, where we i»lay over" 
55 minutes. 
As the train is on time 
we at 
10:48 leave for-York, arriving 
there at 1,1:30 and were detained there 
hours. 
After puttin¿^ in the time 
walking over 
the businesi portion of 
the city and loafing at the depot (which 
is very tiresome to anyone tfaveling) 
until the time of our departure which 
was at 1:10 p. m. 
We then fly over 
the Northern Central to the Capital of 
Pennsylvania, which place we reach at 
2:50. 
Here we lake a walk up to the 
Capitol, but as we did not have 
any 
special 
business to transact with the 
Governor we made our .'visit as brief as 
possible, but he gave us a hearty grip 
and wished us luck upon our journey, 
John in a short speech thanked 
him, 
but gave the snap away when he said 
that he hoped this would be his last 
term as governor—seeing that he (the 
(]()v) is a Democrat, you know. 
The 
Governor reiilied that the Republicans 
eltcted him, a n d — 
Here we had to 
choke hnn off, as it was about our train 
time. 
He said he was sorry business 
prevented him from accortipanying us 
up 
the road a short 
distance. 
We 
fcit sorry too, as we WOUVJ^ have cheer- 
fully given him the lower birth in our 
sleeper—which was a double decked 
bheep car. 


In order to catch the next train we 
hurried back to the depot and get the 
tickets to our destination, which is over 
the following lines: From 
Harrisburg 
to Pittsburg over Penn'a R. R.; from 
Pittsburg to Chicago over 
Pittsburg, 
Ft. Wayne and Chicago; from Chicago 
to St. Paul over Wisconsin 
Central; 
from St. Paul to Livingstone (our des- 
tination) Northern Pacific. 
As we have 
everything ready and the train is on 
time here, we leave the Capital at 3:40 
p. 
ra. 
Moving up the track along the 
Susquehanna we have as fine scenery 
as is wished for anywhere in the east. 
With the river to the right, the moun- 
tains to the left and the fine double 
track and clean roadbed 
which 
this 
line is noted for, is interesting to any 
one who has seen the finest. 
We travel 
for some distance along the liver and 
alier leaving it get in loan agricultural 
country. 
Here we see some more of 
what the Pennsylvanian is noted for in 
the West—large barns and small houses. 


It is now getting dark and of course 
we cannot see much oI the scenery. 
Our first stop ol any importance is Al 
toona, which is a very fine and 
lively 
city; that is, judging from what a per- 
son can see in the lime we slopped and 
what the residents say. 
We slop but a 
short lime at any one place on the trip 
and here but 20 minutes for supper. 


Afler 
leaving Altoona we enjoy an 
after supper smoke arid then retire; but 
as it is nol very pleasant to sleep on 
the cars until a person gels used to it, 
we did not sleep rtiuch before we reach- 
ed 
Piiisburg, which we did at 
12:10 
a, m. 
Here we change cars for Chi' 
cago. 
As we passed over Horse shoe 
curve—ihe finest and 
most 
beautiful 
scene on ihe Pennsylvania 
road—at 
night, we were unable to see anything 
of it, consequently we cannot say any- 
thing about iu 


We leave Pittsburg at 12,50 a, m., a 
little late, and now we have a chance 
lo 
sleep, 
Juhn sayt: 
^»Don't 
kick^ 
Fritz," and of course I obeyed'ordeis, 
but about 5 o'clock I felt 
something 
roll around and 1 woke up and found 
John restless and complaining of being 
cold. 
Of course I thought if a fat fel- 
low like him would get cold I ought to 
also, and in about fifteen minutes was 
too cold to sleep. 
The 
porter must 
have neglected the fire as it was out. 


We keep moving on until 6:50, when 
make a stop of 20 minutes at Crestline 
for breakiasU 
The weather was 
not 


very pleasant, as it was pretty cold and 
considerable snow falling. 


As we pass through the northwestern 
part of Ohio it gets warmer and here 
and in the eastern part of Indiana the 
farmers are busy tilling the soil. 
In 
places we notice considerable corn yet 
in the shock which the farmers are busy 
taking care of. 
The first stop in In. 
diana 
is Monroeville. 
There 
about 
200 G. A. R. men with their drum 
corps get aboard to attend the state 
encampment of the same, which is be- 
ing held at Ft. Wayne. 
There was a 
little excitement for other passengers 
while they were on, as the drum corps 
played'several national airs interspers- 
ed with the latest: 
««Annie Rooney," 
"Down went. M c G i n l y , " and of course 
"They are Afler Me.'' 
Some halloing 
and a little laughing fully demonstrat- 
ed that ihey were "Hoosiers." 


Our next slop is to let these men oil 
at Ft. Wayne, and we have 20 minutes 
for dinner here, which also affords us 
an opportunity of seeing a parade of 
\he G, A. R., which was certainly fine 
and was participated in by about ^ 
of 
the G. A . R . of the Stale. 
The city 
was finely decorated with ihe national 
colors, flags, &c., and large banners of 
our leading statesmen were seen float- 
ing in all directions. 


After leaving Ft. Wayne we make a 
straight shoot for Chicago—the World's 
Fair C i l y — a n d 
here wc have another 
"lay over" of 4 hours and 45 minutes, 
but i- is a place where a person 
can 
spend the time and not notice it. 
Wc 
had a short walk around and saw some 
of their sky scrapers, (which were not 
finished when I was here before,) and 
other places of amusement which are of 
intertist to sight seers. 
To explain all 
that can be seen in that time in the 
city of Chicago to one who has never 
been there would make a small book. 


As our train is due lo leave at 10:45 
we now make our way to the depot and 
soon make our deparlure, as I said be- 
fore, over the Wisconsin Central. 
As 
it is about time for good boys to retire, 
we do so and sleep very well until 7 a. 
m., when we wake up and find "^our- 
selves in the limber country of Wiscon- 
sin. 
Strange to say that a person can 
sleep while being 
transferred from a 
city 
like 
Chicago 
out 
into 
another 
Stale in a timber country, like it hap- 
pened 
lo 
the writer, as though in a 
dream, vet, as John saj-s, it is no fake 
for it is sinely a fact. 


This is Thursday, 3d day of our trip, 
and we are getting kind o' tired of rid- 
ing, though we have quite a change of 
scenery. 
We travel pretty nearly all 
day through this timber country, and 
on all the rivers we cross in Wisconsin 
can be seen large rafts of logs, and at 
all the saw mills we pass are piles of 
logs which would surely open the eyes 
of the Pennsylvanian uho never saw a 
country like this. 
The wood is prin 
cipally oak and pine^ and some very 
nice timber. 


It is a very fine day to day In this 
country and this afternoon we have a 
game of the Wcsicrner's favorite pass- 
time 
g a m e — " W h i s t " — w i t h a young 
man from Pa., who is going to Mon- 
tana to herd sheep, and a gentleman 
from Washington State. 
In this way 
we pass away an hour or more of this 
monotonous rumbling over the rail. 
I 
will not mention the victors—you can 
guess them. 


Now the afternoon has been pretty 
well passed and we are ready 0 receive 
the Twin Cities—or'more properly for 
them lo receive us—yet it was not a 
very notable receplion, for as the ira'n 
pulled 
into the TJnion depot 
at 
St. 
Paul at 3:4s p. m., not a band was 
beard, not as much as the president or 
even a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce or Board of Trade was there lo 
to receive us, and as I noted this John 
said ^^They mustn't have known we 
were coming." 
Just then the gong at 
the restaurant struck up and he said, 
with a brighter countenance, < «There 
they are!" But he soon discovered that 
it was a man who wanted 
us to pay 
hira six-bits for a su])per—and all was 
quiet for awhile. 
We ate supper, any- 
how, and at 4:15 we leave St. Paul 
and cross the 
Mississippi river 
and 
stop 15 minutes in 
the great FJour 
C i t y — a n d we see where our Republi- 
can party will hold 
their 
National 
Convention on the 7th of next June. 
Leaving 
Minneapolis, we pai?s over 


Western Minnesota—^^vhich is part roll- 
ing and very good agricultural 
land; 
but it S0 3n gets dark so I cannot say 
much about it, as it is impossible to 
see after night from the cars. 


This is P'riday, 4th day, and again 
we wake up shivering 
and 
shaking 
from the cold. 
We are now in North 
Dakota and there is plenty of snow 
on the ground and ice on the ponds 
and 
streams. 
About 
8:30 we 
have 
what they term a squall, and it was 
enough to give a ««tenderfoot" an idea 
of what her genuine storms are like. 
This country is generally rolling and 
very fertile land. 
I suppose you have 
all heard of the large wheat fields in 
Dakota. 
Last year they had a very 
good crop, and as we notice the stub- 
ble along the road they certainly aro 
heavy and surely indicate 
a 
fair to 
good crop. 
In this country the farm- 
er has the most modern farm 
imple 
ments; one especially worthy of note 
is the plow, to which they hitch four 
horses, sit upon it, and plow two fur- 
rows at a time. 
On the large farms 
they plow the average 
Pennsylvania 
farm in one 'field. 
As we passed one 
place John said: ««I^ord, look at that 
fellow plow! 
H o w many miles long is 
that 
field?" 
It 
certainly was a long 
one, as wc could see over the hills, but 
no end to it. 


Now we have a game of Mr. Gitt's 
favorite '«Old Sledge," and of course 
wc were all ««on de road," (you un- 
derstand,) but not begging. 
We were 
playing a little shrewd, but the game 
passed off very quietly. 
John was not 
very lucky and would get off the fol- 
lowing every 
little while: 
««Presto, 
charge; 
veto 
accum^ 
begonq 
little 
boys!" But it did not change his luck 
and of course we won. 


Now wo arc at the Onpitnl of North Dakota— 
Bi?mnrk, which is a nicc place. It ecoms to bo 
quiot, but ull tho towns wehavo pnssod through 
[ jn North Dakota socm tho same—tboro is no lite 
and not much doing. AVo stc*]) nt Alandan 20 
minutes for lunoh.and after Icavinp >vo travel 
very slow as it is pretty heavy grade from Mao- 
dan to the Montana Stato line. After crossing 
tho lino wo travel somewhat iaster and at 7:80 p. 
m« wo aro at Glendivo inrsuppor. We eat pretty 
hearty as wo had an early lunch. John ato 
until I wfwS ashamed (»fhini, yet not a snul tbero 
know ho was my brothci—but I imagined thoy 
did. I told him to ''jar looso*'but ho had a 
ri'velation or somttbiiig, anyhow }ou will soo 
what happened. 


After leaving Glcndivo wo roll on prottv fast 
until wo retire and then I could not say if wo 
wore truvolin{( at all or not as I got pretty used 
to bloej)ing in tho cars by this time and slept first 
rate. Our slumber« however were disturbod this 
(Saturday).morning about 4 a. m , by two short 
and sudden bumps. In a minute every passen- 
ger in tlio train was on thrir loot, with tho cry 
•'What is tho matter?*' 'MVhac is tho matter?" 
and were startled to learn that wo had roado an 
effort to go througii tho Kocky Alcuntaina inetoad 
oi over I hem. 


Jt was nno of tho N^orthorn PaoiOo's numerous 
landbliUes, and as wo woro not running very fast 
there was nothing damnged but iho enKrino, ten- 
der and an oxi»ress car, Fonunatoly there wa« 
no or 0 hurt. The engino wns thrown complete- 
ly off to ouo si io of tiio track, yet but slightly 
damaged. ThowxccUing train arràvod (rom bil- 
lings at 5;30 .and was soon at work roinoving iho 
m(*ur.t:iin that had .-lid before us. As fast as they 
wore li bio and ^\itli as much help as could possi- 
bly work on iho p.accr it talicn them just twolv« 
hours to make it paf^ablo for a train. 


'Iho accident happoncd just throu miles from a 
Ec'ctiun house, and as tbcy had to got In from 
boih ends, wo woro pulled back to it. Grub was 
soiling at u premium.. it surely wus tho Ijcst day 
tiio man liad lor some time, and puMsibly any 
timo. I know it was a big day for mo, for 1 conti 
hardly paes it-being on the road f«»ur days bo- 
lore—which was very tirosonio indeed. 
The 
forenoon of tho day was fine to bo out—which 
wus not so bad—but in the alternoon it rained 
and kept us in the cars, which was worse t h a n 
ever. At 1 we wore able to puss tho wrecked 
place and get intc Jjillinus nt 5—whore tako sup- 
per or lunch. 


Now wc have 115 miles to travel yet. which WQ 
roil over in 4 hours. Wo pass some pretty lively 
towns in this distanco. At U p. m. wo arrivo 
home and glad, yes, very glad to alight from the 
cars and congratulato oursolvoa that wo aro in 
tho West again, among tho Uockies, cow hoys, 
mountain iiun, hours, d:u 
Wo found it protiy 
cold and windy, and Livingston, our proponi 
liomo, a very lino litilo city with a population of 
about 4()U(J. A very iivojy and indusinous lot ol 
poo[>io, as can bo noticed trom the modern im- 
provement illuminaiod with electrio lights, line 
water works, beautilul streets and elegant side- 
walk 8. 


Our first dajr in tho city was not passed very 
pleas/ntly as it was snowing, raining and blow- 
ing all duy. ^londuy, Ihh . was election for the 
purposo of electing a ;Mayor, City iMarBhall,3 
Aldormen, Ac,, which was very hotly contostoJ.

biftbwa^'sofa country arc at once the 
means and the measure of its civihzation, 
ifc IS somewhat strsnge that in this coun- 
try, where wo boast of enjoying a higher 
typo of civilization than is to be found 
cl&ewbere, our roads should always have 
been so wretchedly bad. 
Even in the 
colonial times the necessity to make bet- 
ter the condition of the common roads 
Tvns seriously felt, and in those parts of 
•country settled 
by particularly 
loni5- 
beaded people, as for instance, in 
the 
neighborhood of Boston, there have al- 
ways been pretty good public highways. 
But, as a rule, all over the country, from 
then till now we have been content with 
dirt roads, which in the winter are muddy 
"quagmires, and in «ummer streaks of 
•dnsi. 
Both Washington and Hamilton, 
after the establishment of the republic, 
apjH'cciated fully the importance of a 
general system of common 
highways. 
"Washington 
recommended to 
Patrick 
Heury, then Governor of Virginia, 
that 
the location, the building, aud the re- 
pairs of roads be taken out of the hands 
•of the local authorities; for he saw,what 
we isec yet more clearly to-dny, 
that 
where our highways are left to the ten- 
der mercies of the local authorities, they 
are mismanaged, badly built, and even 
in their worst condition haraicd by any 
attempts to make them bstter. 
Tliis is 
not becausc these local authorities would 
not like to have good roads, but it is be- 
cause they have no means with which to 
do much better than is done, and if they 
•did have the means, they Jack the 
re- 
quisite knowledge, without 
which no 


Innd and Swilzerland and Gcrm.tny, they 
liptcn with the same incredulity with 
which 
they receive the yarns which 
sailors and other travelers are priviiesiod 
(o briu^i from beyond the seas. 
They 
have never had better roads than those 
whioh exist to-day, nor did their fathers 
or grandfathers. 
Conservative men that 
they nro, they feel that what was good 
enough in the olden time is good enough 
to-day; therefore, with a kind of con- 
tempt which is miserably pitiful, they 
**waIlow in the mire of their ways.jiaymg 
cxccssivc tolls, enduring, in a word, a 
orinding taxation generation after gen- 
eration, without appreciating the burden 
whioh rests upon them," 


It has been sucncsted that the Ameri- 
can roads bo placed 
under a system of 
Government supervision, and be divided 
somcwiiat as the French roads arc: 


First, uational roads, 
Tiiese 
to 
be 
built and 
maintained 
by 
the General 
Government, and be located with refcr- 
CDCP to military and postal requirements. 


Second, State 
roads. 
These to 
be 
built 
and maintained 
by 
the 
several 
States and connect the vai'ious localities 
of the States, and be planned with refer- 
ence to the national roads. 


decent roads can be built or managed. 


A FIIENCU UOAD--GOXNG TO MARKET, 
Third, county or neighborhood roads. 
These to be built 
and maintained 
by 
countics and townships, and be 
located 
with reference to the classes just mcn- 
tiooed. 


Those who aavocate this idea say that 
if our common roads were 
improved by 
some such plan as this, we shoula 
soon 
have them in 
charge of competent 
and 
educated engineers. 
The national roads 
would probably be in charge of 
army 
cngmeers; the State roads* in charge of 
engineers graduated from the agricultur- 
al and mechanical schools, and theneigh- 
boorhood roads in charge of local 
men.

The larmers have always had to pay 
lor building and repairing roads in this 
-country,even when these roads happened 
to lead from one prosperous town to an- 
•other. 
Very naturally 
these 
people, 
already overburdened .by direct and in- 
direct taxation, laave f ilt very indisposed 
to take any action which should add to 
that already heavy burden. 
Any effort 
to fcccure their co-operation in road im- 
provement must provide that tho cost of 
Buch improvement shall not fall entirely 
upon them. 
Unless this be made en- 
tirely clear, from the farmers there will 
ahva3'S be an active and stubborn oppo- 
sition. 


Strange though It may seem, the farm- 
ers, as a rule, take less interest in this 
naatler of road jmprovemeut than any 
Olher people. 
Very few of them arc 
travelers, and veiy Jew realize how bad 
the country roads aie. 
When they are 
told of the roads which were built in pre- 
liisitjric times by the Incas of Peru,when 
the Cart!iaginiun roads are described to 
them, and those noble highways which 
rutlialed from ancient Rome are men- 
tionud, they listen as though a fairy tale

ia usually necessary to be done in making 
n road of lesser importance. 
But 
even 
under ^uch a plan as this, each 
county 
should have an engineer to 
design 
the 
difficult work, determine upon 
location 
of routes, and inspect constructions and 
repairs. 
Strange as it may seem, the 
proper 
location of a country 
highway 
presents to the engineer 
more 
comj)le2f 
problems than the location of a railroad. 
Country people do not understand this, 
and ara not willing to believe it, there- 
fore tho cross roads storekeeper and the 
village blacksmith are usually 
thought 
to be entirely competent to decide upon 
the best route for a country road. 


The con'lition of the common roads 
has a very interesting economic bearing 
of a direct nature, and an indirect one 
not les.s important. 
In tho matter 
of 
tho earning capacity and value of horses 
and other draught animals tho 
common 
roads have direct effect. 
If a horse can 
do one-third more work on a good road 
and bo in a working condition one-third 
longer than he can on a bad road, then 
his earning capacity, hence his value, is 
increased just one-third. 
This assump- 
tion is based upon a very low estimate. 
In all probability, if it were possible to 
make an exact calculation, it would 
be 
found that the ourning capacity and the 
total length 
of servjceablo 
life 
of 
draught animals would be more nearly 
doubled than increased only one-third. 
The census enumerators of 1890 lound 
that there were in this country 14,213,- 
b'd7 horses, valued at 
each; 3,331,- 
027 mules, valued at $76 each; and 30,- 
B19,0;;i4 oxon, and other draught an- 
imals, valued at $15 each—making <i 
toti^l of 53,3t)3,8dS animals used on tho 
roads, at a total value of $1,731,535,- 
798. 
All these horses and mules work 
at ¿omo timo ou the rouds, and indeed 


much the srreater part of tho total work 
done by them is upon couutry roads and 
city streets. 
If all the work dono by 
them was upon the roads, the increased 
valuation, 
based upon 
tho above 
hy- 
]>othesis o( earning capacity, would bo 
$573,845,260, 
but as all tho work is 
not done ou the roads, it is only fair to 
reduce this by one-half, and then we 
would have, by a general 
improvement 
of tho roads of the country, our property 
in horses and mules and other dramrht 
onimalá^increased in value 82,866,923,- 
033. 
I have no figures showing tho 
value of carriages, buggiea, and 
other 
road vehicles in this country. 
To put 
their vnluo at $500,000,000 would bo 
placing it very low, and there would be 
no chance to say that the estimate or 
cucss was exaggerated. Taking into con- 
sideration the cost of repairs necessitated 
by reason of bad roads and the shortened 
serviceable lifo to such vehicles, I feel 
safe in assuming that with good roads 
these vehicles would last one-half longer, 
and their vnlue, therefore, be increased 
at least $350,000,000. 
Taking 
these 
two sources of increased 
valuation to- 
gether, we should 
have an enhanced 
property valuation of $536,933,033, all 
brought about by tho improvement of 
tho common roads. 
Mr. Isaac B. Pot- 
ter, the Chairman of the National Com- 
mittee on Improvement of the Highways 
of the League of American Wheelmen, 
has assumed in round numbers that the 
draught animals in use in tho 
United 
States are worth 83,000,000,000. 
He 
says: 


*'Busy or idle, these animals must be 
fed and cared for every day. 
They are 
boarders thot you can't get rid of when 
the busy season is over, and it stands 
you in need to keep them at work. Two 
billion dollars make a Lrgosum invested 
at 5 per cent, interest. 
It would pro- 
duce nearly $3,000,000 per week. 
Then 
you throw away more than 16,000,000 
of horses aud mules alone, uud to feed 
and care for these it cost the modest sum 
of $4,000,000 per day. 
A little while 
ago a very clever aud intelligent citizen 
of Indiana estimated that bad roads cost 
the farmer §15 per year for each horse 
and mule in his service. 
This means a 
loss in the aggregate of nearly $250,- 
000,000 per year; add wear and tear of 
wagons and harness, $100,000,000; de- 
preciated value of farm hands, $2,000,- 
000,000; total, $2,350,000,000. 


''Making the utmost allowance in favor 
of the farmer, and granting the reces- 
sity of the liberal use of horse power 
in 
the maintenance of agricultural traffic, it 
is easily certain that the farmers of 
this 
country are peeping at least 3,000,000 
horses more than would be necessary 
to 
do all the hauling between 
farm 
and 
market if only the principal roads 
were 
brought to a good 
condition. 
If 
you 
estimate that all these horses are fed an 
ordinary army ration of bay and oats, it 
requires 14,000 tons of 
bay 
or 
fodder 
and 750,000 bfishels of 
oats per day 
to 
feed these unnecessary 
animals, which 
themselves have a money value of $140,- 
000,000. 
The value of hay and oats fed 
to these horses per day is about 
§300,- 
000, or 
something 
like 
$114,000,000 
per year. 


•'These are large 
figures. 
Now let us 
see what it would cost to do the neces- 
sary work so that such savings could be 
made. 
It has been estimated by the au- 
thorities of the State of Now York that 
with $10,000,000 the roads in the entire 
State could be put in 
very good condi- 
tion. 
The roads in New York 
are 
not 
better than tliey are 
in 
other 
States. 
They wre a great deal worse than in some 
of the New England States, for instance, 
and I therefore assume that this estimate 
can be followed as a guide in 
determin- 
ing whit would be needed to complete in 
the whole country excellent roads, which, 
once constructed, could be cheaply and 
easily maintained. 
Considering the area 
of New York and the density of popula- 
tion, and using these figures in the prob- 
lem, I estimate that $400,000,000 would 
give us a good system of common roads 
all over the country- This is a great deal 
of money,but it doesn't seem great 
com- 
pared 
with 
the 
values which 
would 
bo enhanced 
by its 
wise expenditure. 
And right hero it may be noted that the 
cost of maintaining and lepainng a high- 
way, properly constructed in tho 
first 
instance, ought never to be greater for a 
year than one per cent, of its first cost. 
In the two items of horses and vehicles, 


tho hoTse? a n l vehicles used on roads 
w^ould bo more 
immediate 
and more 
direct, and therefore I have called parti- 
cular attention to this phase of the sub- 
ject, 
Tho enhancement of the value of 
real estate would bo so great that the 
items I have mentioned would seem so 
insignificant as not to bo worth disc uss- 
ing. 
In one neighborhood alono—that 
of Union County, Now Jersey—tho im- 
provements 
of 
the roads ha^ changed 
values so greatly that men who a few 
years ago were struggling farmers, with 
earniftgs so scant that it was difficult to 
make two ends meet, are now not only 
well-to-do but 
absolutely rich. 
They 
can sell their crops at good profits; they 
can grow more profitable crops; they 
can get these crops quickly and cheaply 
to market; and their lands, for which at 
low prices it was formerly almost impos- 
sible to find purchasers, are uow in de- 
mand at prices which, compared with 
the old order of things, seem fabulous, 
and tho mere mention of which suggests 
a moat unaccustomed condition of opul' 
ence."

Viscount Tanl has been one of the fore- 
most spirits in bringing this about, 
and 
is certainly a fair typo of a people who 
already rank among the most intelligent 
and progressive to bo found anywhere. 


The plan of government adopted was 
that of a diet with two bouses, one of 
which was to be composed of delegates 
duly elected, while in the other eat tho 
peers. 
Already the 
new constitution 
has encountered breakers. 
In 
ordinary 
parliamentary systems, when the deputies 
and the Government do not agree, it is 
the latter that goes under. 
In Japan, 
where everything is done differently, the 
house of representatives has been 
dis- 
solved and a new election has been or- 
dered to test public opinion. 


The Viscount Tani is on the side of 
the Government, and claims that the min- 
isters have made a good showing. 
It is 
charged that the popular party has re- 
sisted all Government bills indiscrimin- 
ately; among others, several for the re- 
lief of the sullerers by the recent earth- 
quakes. 
Two 
other accusations made 
are that a majority of tho representatives 
insisted upon unwise reductions of na- 
tional expenditure, and rejected bills for 
the national defeiue, for railway exten- 
sion, and for lightening local taxation. 
Immediately after dissolving the house 
the Government, on its own responsibil- 
ity, took measures to lelieve the earth- 
quake suflerers.—Chicago Post, 


A lYalkinfi' Engine.

DJssMvo ono pound of snl-soda nnd 
hnlf a pound of liiuc in live quarts of 
water, 4iud boil for ix few minutes, stir- 
riusi occasl0llall3^ Remove fro.n tho iire, 
ftud allow it to KCttle; pour oil the clear 
liquid iuto a stone jar and cook for use. 
Half a tuacupful of this fluid added to a 
half boiler of boilia^i wntsr oa washinfr 
days will save a jcrreat deal of labor.— 
New York Journal.

Dae of two things, says tuc teacher o! 
cooKing, must take place to maUc a c.\ko 
to crack. 
**Iathe iirst placc pastry flour 
only shoukl be u--e l for delicate cakes— 
in fact for all cakei. If you use ordinary 
flour, which may contain spring wheat, 
the cake, of course, is too thick, and the 
starch cells iu baking or cooking require 
more moisture than they cai get Ironi the 
I givca quantity of liq"'ds or orrespoud- 
ing materials in the cake?. 
Use, then, 
less Hour, although I should say buy the 
winter wheat li'iur for cake. Thea again 
the ovea may bo too hot when the cake 
goes in, or it may bo placed toD near a'a 
upper heafc. 
All cikes should be bake.l 
at lirst on the floor of the oven. 
If the 
crust is formed too soon, the underheat 
will force the heat up, and as tho gas es- 
capes it breaks the crust and leaves, of 
course, the crack, so that it is either too 
hot an oven at first or the wrong kind of 
flour that causcs the trouble/* The same 
authority prefers water to milk ia those 
cakes that are rich with butter, as she 
believes it makes a loaf more delicate 
and with a softer crust, 
\Vatert of 
course, in • such cases must be added 
gradually.—New York Post. 


CUniNG IIAM3. 


Ilains and bacoa miy be cured ia two 
ivays, either by dry salting or by pic- 
kling. 
Tho former process is as follows: 
The meat is cut and trimmed and laid ou 
the skin side with tlio flosh up, aad is 
well rubbed with salt, 
Tho pieces are 
laid one upon another to save space, and 
after three days they are again rubbed 
with salt, being reversed in order ia tho 
heap. 
Then a mixture of three parts of 
salt, and a little saltpetre is made aud 
powdered, and this is rubbed into the 
meat twice a week. 
After three weeks 
the meat is hung in the smoke house aud 
smoked ono hour daily for tea days. The 
iirc should be kept low so that the heat 
is not excessive. 
The meat may bang as 
long as it may be safe from the meat 
beetles, whica 
in 
mocleraleiy 
warm 
weather becomes hungry and activo mwch 
earlier than is generally supposed, 
It is 
then well rubbed with this mixture. One 
pint of vinegar, one pint of molasses, 
and two ounces of ground pepper. 
It 
may then be packed in dry bran or clean 
oats and kept in 
a dry place. 
If pic- 
kling is preferred, this way ia commonly 
adopted: Tho meat is well rubbed with 
salt, and packed in a clean barrel, as 
compactly as may be, aud sprinkled lib- 
erally with salt as it is packed. 
When 
it is all ia, a pickle thus made ia pourod 
ou the meat when it is coll. 
For a com- 
mon barrel filled with meat four pailfuls 
of water is boiled and poured over one 
peck of salt; three pounda ol brown sugar 
is added and four ounces of saltpetre. 
When these are dissolved, the liquor is 
strained, and when cool is poured over 
the meat. 
If the meat floats, as it pro- 
bably will, a weight is laid on it to keep 
it under the pickle. 
After three weeks 
it will be ready for the smoking, but may 
remain in the barrel if desired. 
In this 
case, as soon as the weather becomes 
warm, the pickle should be poured oil 
and boiled and skimmed and then re- 
turned on the meat. 
This will prevent 
souring of the meat.—New Yorjc Times 


E G G N E C I P E S . 


The egg is said to be richer in fat than 
/at beef,and therefore contains In a small 
bulk a great deal of nutritious matter, 
writes Mrs, E. R. Parker, in the Courier- 
Journal. 
When cooked soft eggs are 
very easily digested; when hard, 
are 
more indigestible: 


Toasted E^gs—Take a tablespooaful 
of butter and two of cream, and warm 
together in a frying pan, Break six egga 
in it and stir lightly until cooked; have 
well served; have buttered slices of toast; 
spread the mixture on it, and serve hot. 
Golden Eggs—Boil some oggs hard; 
peel, cut in halves and place the yolks 
downward; range in rows; make 
a 
sauce of 
fried onions and soup stock 
and pour over the eggs. 


E^gs a la Creme—Boll six eggs flfteen 
minutes; remove the shells and cut in 
halves; cut a round oH the bottom to 
make them stand; put in a tablespoou- 
ful of butter in a frying pan to melt; 
add a tablespoonful of flour; mix until 
smooth; add a teacup of milk, and stir 
until it boils; season with salt and pep- 
per; stand the eggs oa a heated dish; 
pour the fauce over and serve, 


Stuffod Egjjs—Boit six eggs 
fifteen 
minutes; cut them in halves; take out 
' the yolks carefully; mash t-*em 
fine; 
add a tableipoon of meltei butter, a 
tablespoon 
gf 
flnely 
chopped ham or 
tongue with salt and pepper; rut) to- 
gether until smooth; fill the hollow of 
the whites with the mixture, aad press 
the halves together; dip them first in 
beaten eggs, then in grated bread crumbs, 
and fry iu boiling hud; servo hot, with 
cream sayce poured over. 


Eggs Pondue—Beat six eggs until 
light; season with salt, pepper and two 
tablespoousful of grated cheese; i>ut a 
tablespoon of butter in a frying pan, 
when hot pour in the eggs and stir until 
well done and smooth; serve on ^(¿uaros 
of buttered toast.

Isolated 
upon the slope of a Bmilinj; hill in the 
midst of iireen trees, they are rather at- 
tractive, but here in Aliiiers tliey offer 
nothing that is very sumptuous so fur as 
voutside show goes. 


Your good Mussulman does not like 
grand outlines in architccturc, or out- 
ward display, as is the pleasure of us who 
;aie civilized. 
The Arab is selfish and 
.wants to enjoy alone his houseliold gods 
land goods, and this is why he takes care 
that his residence shall seem of uo ac- 
^count to all passers by. 


All Moorish mansions—by Moors is 
meant those Arabs who live in citics— 
-are built on the same plan and method. 
It is always the house of the orient; it is 
with the richest bey or pasha as with the 
poorest merchant or mechanic, a square 
stiucture of one or two 
stories 
ouly. 
"There is no front to them, that is to say, 
ino facade as wo understand it; merely 


the common promenade of all the horn« 
folk«. 
It is also used for receptions and 
marriage ceremonies, when the tiled or 
mosaic pavement !s covered with mat- 
ting or carpcts, and a cloth is stretchcd 
overhead to protect the guests against 
sudden rain or overdose of 
daylight. 
Around the galleries of Ihis ground floor 
aie the kitchen, storerooms, bathhouse, 
cistern and chicken coop. 


The pavement of 
the ball of 
the 
court—when it is not laid in tiles or 
mosaics—the steps of the staircase, the 
columns, tho door posts, are all in stone 
or marble. 
The walls are inlaid with 
faience of various colors, skilfully com- 
bined, and the ciTect produced is quite 
interesting. 
The floor above is similarly 
arranged as to division walls, and these 
are the sitting and sleeping 
rooms. 
Finally Ave come to a flat roof which 
serves as a terrace for the women and 
children, and to it they go in search of 
fresh air aud swap gossip with their lady 
neighbors. 


Most of all these houses are in the old 
Arab town, and they rise by stories, so 
to speak, above aud back of each other 
on tho slope of a high hill as far as the 
ruined ramparts of the Kasbas.

or military headquarters. 
If I 
were 
going to construct a city on one of your 
sleep sand hills on tho model of a laby- 
rinth I think I should build something 
analogous with ancient Algiers.

equal length, presenting in their wind- 
ings and twistings every imaginable turn 
and curve, staight lines being seldom 
noticeable.

TUEATMENT OF A BROKEN HORN. 


There is no diflicalty in repairing a 
lirokcn horn, as only tho shell of it is 
lost, and tho inner core quickly sccretcs 
the horny matter for a new covering. As 
good a way as any to treat the injury is 
to wrap the horn coro in a strip of cot- 
ton cloth smeared with common tar, l"»ut 
not gas tar. 
This protects the tender 
core from the air, and the new covering 
is made in a short time without any more 
attention. 
The bandage may bo left on 
uniilit falls olT, or it may be removed 
after a week or two.—New York Times. 


MACHINE TO PUIiL WEEDS. 


A machine has been brought out to 
pull weeds entirely out of tho ground or 
to kill them in case they arc well rooted 
by stripping oil their seeds aud 
leaves. 
It is adapted to be drawn by horses and 
a sprocket drive on the drive wheel is 
connected to rotate'a forward shaft turn- 
ing in suitable bearings, this shaft hav- 
ing a gear wheel by which a drum is ro=. 
tated on a shaft turning in bearings on 
the front end of the main frame. 
The 
drum has longitudinal slots in its rim in 
ench of which moves a comb, the teeth 
of which form V-shaped openings into 
which the stems of 
the "weeds readily 
pass and arc firmly gripped. 
The ma- 
chine is said to have given great satisfac- 
tion in practical 
work, 
being, well 
adapted to pull up weeds in cultivated 
ground in which the grain lias appeared, 
without injury to the grain,—Chicago 
News.

AGTirCUliTWRAL STATIONS. 


The good work which is being done 
in the various agritultural 
experiment 
stations of this country is a nply demon- 
strated by the experiments of the past 
year. 
From the periodical pamphlets 
compiled by the able scientists in charge 
of these stations we can jvidge of 
the 
merits of the work, aud it gives 
us 
pleasure to bear testimony to the useful- 
ness and excellent results attained by re- 
cent experiments. 
Theories are good, 
but stubborn facts are what we need 
most, and it is because our knowledge 
on many subjects has been advanced by 
the work done at the agricultural experi- 
ment stations that we deem the scientists 
in chargo werthy of such high praise. 
Enlightenment in regard to tho science 
of agriculture is certainly much needed, 
and no one can maintain that the agri- 
cultural stations are not doing their ut- 
most to supply this need. Indeed, our 
only fe<ir is that they will go ahead too 
fast. 
However easy it may bo for them 
to arrive at satisfactory results by means 
of simple experiment it cinuot be ex- 
pected the average unecientilic agricul- 
turist will arrive at the same results with 
equal ease; and it might therefore bo 
well for tho scientists to pauso oecaiiiou- 
ally, iiv order that their less erudite 
brethren may have time to thoroughly 
test the expeiiments. 
We make this 
suggestion on the assumption that the 
objuct of those agricultural stations is 
not solely to advance the cause of pure 
science, but also to bcuclit aud instruct 
agriculturists. 
Experiments which show 
corclusively that improvements are pos- 
sible in some branch of agriculture are 
of inestimable value, aud the morp popu- 
lar tiiey become the greater benefits will 
be reaped through them. Popular, how- 
ever, in the ordinary meaning of tho 
word they can hardly become, at least 
for a considerable time, unless pains be 
taken to bring them to the notice not cf 
scientists, but of averc^ge hard-working 
farmers. 
Excellent; as the pamphlets 
containing an accoant of the experiments 
»re, they are not; as widely circulated or 
IS thoroughly appreciated by practical 


TUANSPLANTIKG CABBAGE PLANTS. 
For three consecutive seasons,** says 
Professor Bailey, of the Cornell Univer- 
sity station, *Mvc have endeavored to 
determine what foundation there may bo 
for the common 
notion 
that deep-set 
cabba^o plants give better heads aud a 
larger proportion of heads than those sot 
at tho normal or natural depth. 
It is a 
very general practice among gardeners 
to set the plants to the depth of tho first 
leaf when transplanting to tho field. As 
exhibited in tables in Bulletin No. 37, 
the results of three years' tests show that 
no advantage is to bo gained by such a 
practice." 


In 18S9 the experiment was tried upon 
twelve varieties,' about twenty plants of 
cach being sec up to the first leaf, and 
as mauy more set to the 
same depth at 
which they stood 
in 
tho seed bed. 
Strangely enouiyh, it appears that one- 
half the varieties gave better results from 
shallow setting aud the other half better 
from deep setting. There were,however, 
rather more heavy heads from tho deep 
setting. 
Combining all the results, tho 
gain in weight from deep setting was as 
13.00 is to 13.46, a diiierence so small 
as to lead to tho conclusion that tho par- 
ticular method of planting probably had 
nothing to do with the yields. 


In 1890 the test was repeated, tho 
early Waketield cabbayc being used for 
the purpose. 
The plants were grown 
upon a heavy and rather poor clay loam, 
lierc tho shallow planting gave decidedly 
tlie better results, both in tl^e percentage 
of plants producing good heads and in 
the average weight of heads. 


In 1891 the test was again repeated, 
this time wi^'h early Wakefield aud Pre- 
mium Drumhead. 
Tho plants were 
grown on a rich and well-prepared loose 
clay loam, and all the conditions through- 
out tho season were such as to insure a 
fair and uniform test. 
The average re- 
sult was in favor of tho shallow setting 
so far as the weigutof heads is concerned 
but in favor of deep setting in tho per- 
centage of plants 
producing good or 
mature heads, but the diHerences were 
slight aud no greater than might be ex- 
pected from two or more lots of plants 
treated in the same manner. 
The two 
varieties, however, gave diflerent results. 
The Early Wakelield gave better results 
from deep sotting and tho Drumhead 
from shallow setting. 
Upon the whole 
the results of the entire investigation 
leads to the conclusion that the depth at 
which strong and stocky cabbage plants 
are set does not influence tho extent or 
weight of the crop,—New York World,

Saloon Keefers 
Liability 


The Supreme Court of this State, 
Monday, decided that a saloon keep- 
er is liable for damages in the case 
of injuries received from the sale of 
liquor to intoxicated persons The de- 
cision of the court was rendered in 
the suit of Caroline Davis against Fe- 
lix Knight, a saloon keeper, appealed 
from the Common Pleas Court of Al- 
legheny county, to recover damages 
for her husband's death 
The allega- 
tion of the plaintiff was that the de- 
fendant sold her husband liquor un- 
til he became intoxicated, and that,in 
consequeiice, he fell into a gutter full 
of water and laid there, thereby con 
tracting pneujaaonia from which he 
died* 


A jury gave Mrs. Davis substan- 
tial damages, and the case was ap- 
pealed ty the Supreme Court. The de- 
fense made by the saloon keeper was 
that the liquor was not tho proximate 
cause 0' death,and while Davis drank 
he drank voluntarily. 
In sustaining 
the verdict the Supreme Court holds 
that the verdict of the jury is conclu- 
aive upon the first point, and sajs 
upon the second: "The contention 
that the voluntary taking of liquor by 
tbe deceased while intoxicated, and 
being at the tim^ of known intomi^er- 
ate habit8,wa8 such contributory neg- 
ligence upon his part as would pre- 
vent a recovery by the plautiir,will not 
bear examination. 
. "Such a ruling would practically 
destroy tbe act of assembly. 
Every 
drunkard not only takes liquor volun- 
tarily, but whenever ha caq get it; 
and btiCauBO the law ma^e« tht saloon 
keeper resptnisibte for sejling to such 
persana. 
He haf nut tho will power 
tQ resist the temptation, and for this 
reason the sal^o bim is iojbidden."
